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PAUL ROBESON 


Paul Robeson, actor, baritone, athe- 
lete, scholar, is one of the entertainment 
world’s phenomena. Born in Princeton, 
he entered Rutgers to study for the min- 
istry thereby following in his father’s 
footsteps, but transferred after a year 
to law. There he won his R in four ma- 
jor sports, basketball, baseball, track 
and football in which he became All- 
American end for two years. An average 
of over 90 per cent in his studies won 
him a Phi Beta Kappa Key in his junior 
year. From Rutgers, Mr. Robeson enter- 
ed the Columbia post-graduate school, 
and received the degree in law. 

Following commencement he support- 
ed himself by giving concerts of Negro 
spirituals and by playing professional 
_ football. In 1924 he was thrown into com- 

pany of the group of young intellectuals 
who comprised New York’s quaint Prov- 
incetown Playhouse, where the eminent 
member of the company, Eugene O’Neill 
persuaded him to play the lead in a re- 
vival of “The Emperor Jones.” It was a 
brilliant success, and the following year 
he took the play to London where he 
also did O’Neill’s “The Hairy Ape” and 
“All God’s Chilluns Got Wings’, and 
Shakespeare’s “Othello” with the cele-

Well known on 
Broadway among top ranking directors, 
Mr. Light began his career at the Prov- 
incetown Theatre where he remained for 
eleven years directing such memorable 
plays as O’Neill’s LONG VOYAGE 
HOME, ALL GOD’S CHILLUNS’ GOT 
WINGS, ORPHEUS by Gluck and pro- 
ducing IN ABRAHAM’S BOSOM by 
Paul Green. At that time he was a mem- 
ber of the faculty at the Anderson-

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HAROLD McGEE 


The Cape Playhouse production of 
“The Hmperor Jones” is by no means 
the first appearance for Harold McGee. 
Mr. McGee played the role of Smithers 
in which he appears this week in the 
original production at the Provincetown 
Playhouse in New York, where he was 
formally general stage manager. At 
present, Mr. McGee is a member of the 
Program Direction Department of the 
National Broadcasting Company in New 
York. 


ALBERT GAZVERDE 


Mr. Gazverde, Chief Carpenter of The 
Cape Playhouse, has the distinction of 
having been one of the builders of this 
theatre fifteen years ago. At that time 
he was with Cleon Throckmorton in the 
New York studio of the Provincetown 
Theater. When Mr. Throckmorton came 
to Dennis at the request of the late Ray- 
mond Moore to design The Playhouse, 
Mr. Gazverde was commissioned as Chief 
Carpenter, and has retained that posi- 
tion ever since..The present production 
of THE EMPEROR JONHS is the 105th 
he has built; the first being THE 
GUARDSMAN which opened The Cape 
Playhouse in July, 1927. The scenic de- 





partment was located at that time in a 
large field at the back of the theater, the 
scene shop not having been built until 
several seasons later. During the winter 
seasons, Mr. Gazverde is located in New 
York building sets for such Broadway 
productions as SEVENTH HEAVEN, 
BLMER THE GREAT, EASY VIRTUE, 
and, during the last season, JOHNNY 
BELINDA. 


HENRY LINCK 


This season is the fourth during the 
past six years that The Cape Playhouse 
has had the technical skill of Mr. Linck 
as Head Electrician. Like Mr. Gazverde, 
Mr. Linck began his theatrical work at 
the Throckmorton Studio in New York, 
and has since earned an excellent repu- 
tation in scenic lighting. Aside from the 
forty odd productions here at The Play- 
house, he has been associated with such 
renowned organizations as the Dwight 
Wiman Productions, The Theater Guild, 
The Group Theater and Eva Le Gallienne 
at the Civic Repertory in New York. 

During the past few seasons, Mr. Linck 
has been greatly instrumental in the ad- 
vance of television for the National 
Broadcasting Company, as well as to do 
the lighting for the Broadway produc- 
tions of “The Male Animal” and “The 
Corn Is Green”’’.

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the entire straw-hat circuit—Marblehead, 
Stockbridge, Westport, Bucks County, 
Suffern, Maplewood, and many others— 
many of whom were not any too happy 
this time last summer—are beginning to 
think of paying off something on the 
mortgage and a few are even talking 
about a longer season next summer!

Locally the social swing seems to be 
increasing in tempo almost daily—with 
golf tournaments, tennis matches, yacht 
races, and charity affairs piling on top 
of each in hectic fashion. This summer 
is certainly hitting a higher pace than
